There are 137 counties 
many of them are remote from telegraphic 
communication. 

In many of these counties there was no 
opposition to the democratic nom‘nees, and 
the result of the election could be acccu- 
rately foretold. 

But in many counties of the state there 
were exceedingly close contests, and it was 
to these counties that THe CONSTITUTION 
directed its energies. 

A correspondent in every county in the 
state was delegated to look after his re- 
spective county and to get the returns to 
Atlanta in time for today’s Consrirution, 
at whatever expense might be necessary. 

Our correspondents have executed their 
work faithfully, and we present the follow- 
ing report as the result of their faithful- 
“ness.

The Co onput Ticket Is Defeated in Floyd 
County. 

a Ga., October 
Jeffersonians won the legislative race today, 
sweeping the field amid the wildest enthu- 
siasm, but not with hands down. 

Floyd county will be the historic battle 
ground of this campaign. 

The battle has been waged with fervor and 
with unbounded zeal. Both sides are aware 


that the eyes of the whole state rested upon | 


them. 

Last night the city was almost enveloped in 
the fumes of tobacco and the odor of alcohol, 
and it was dealt around liberally by both sides. 
The only hope to defeat the Jeffersonians was 
to divide the negro yote, but today told the 
tale. 

Forty-one hundred voters were registered for 
Floyd county. Rome had 4/600 registered, of 
which only 1,165 voted. Qutof the first box 
of Rome ballots counted Felix Corput received 
only 83 votet out of about 600. His colleagues, 
Whatley and Johnson, received 100 and 
117 ~—s respective. None of the coun- 
try districts gave majorities for 
the Jeffersonian. Corput received only about 
fifty majority in Cave Springs, his. home, dis- 
trict, : 

The official vote from Rome is: 
Séay 919, Bryan 855, Johnson 283, 
251, Corput 251. 

The vote from the country officially from 
districts so far heard from shows that the al- 
liance ticket has 261 majority. From re- 
inaining five districts a safe estimate will be 
225 votes, thereby making a majority outside 
of Rome of 496 votes for the alliance. 

The lowest majority of Jeffersonians in 
Rome is 572 over tle alliance vote, giving the

tonight there is great enthusiasm. 

Hon. Seaborn Wright does not think the de- 
feat so disastrous, and thereis a difference of 
opinion as to this. 

The Alliance Carries Cherokee. 

CANTON, Ga., October 1.—[Special.]—A bout 1,900 
votes were polled today. For represeptative J. B. 
Hill, the alliance candidate, received 1,041, Captain 
McAfee 751 and Goseph Heard, republican, about 
200. Hill is elected by about 300 majority, over 
Captain McAfee. Captain McAfee was only in the 
race less than two weeks. For senator, thirty- 
ninth district, J. H. Johnston received about 1,354, 
and B. N. Shirley 506, giving Johnston this county 
by about 850 majority. Johnston's election in the 
district is assured, although it is thought Forsyth 
will give Shirley a small majority. Milton will 
also give Johnston a majority. 


The Vote in Pickens.

A Grand Victory in Lee. 

LEESBURG, Ga., September 1.—The grandest 
victory tor white supremacy ever known in the an- 
nals of this country occurred today, by the most 
overwhelming defeat of Frank Johnson, the negro 
candidate for the legislature. The democratic 
nominee, W. D. Wells, was elected by a majority 
of 414. The colored votes alone were sufficient to 
elect him.

The senatorial racein this 
county is so close it will take an official count to 
tell who is in the lead, Hutcheson or Golden.

Morton Sweeps the Field. 

ATHENS, Ga., October 1.—[Special.}—Colonel W. 
J. Morton, democratic nominee for the legis- 
lature, was opposed today by Albert Hawkins, a 
negro. Despite the efforts of Hawkins and his 
colored brothers, Colonel Morton goes sweeping 
into the house, backed by a majority of over 400. 
All the other officers were elected without opposi- 
tion and the two amendments overwhelmingly 
carried, 


The Race in Forsyth. 
CUMMING, Ga., 
Brown, the @fiance candidate, is elected to the 
legislature from Forsyth county, by amajority of 
300. B.N. Shirly has carried the county over J. 
H. Johnson, for the senate, by 176 majority. How- 
ever, advices received indicate a good majority 
in Cherokee and Milton counties for Johnson, 
and his election to the senate is assured.

His Election to the Senate from the Thirty- 
Sixth Assured. 

Hon. J. M. Terrell is certainly elected sena- 
tor from the thirty-sixth, over Mr. Snelson. 

Douglas county gives Snelson only fifty-one 
majority, while his friends counted on 400,

There h: has been no doubt at any time as to the 
result in Coweta, the only question being as to 
how large Terrell’s majority would be. This had 
been variously estimated at from 500 to 1,000, 
though it was penecaity believed that his ma satay 

, would more nearly approximate the latter 

‘than the former. The result,as ascertained tonight, 
showed the accuracy of this conjecture, and 
now practically certain that Terrell’s majority in 
Coweta insures his election in the district. 

Additional interest in the race for representa- 
tives was aroused on Monday last by the an- 
nouncement that T. T. Mattox, an independ- 
ent, had entered the field and would 
try ‘conclusions with the regular democratic nom- 
inees for a seatin the house. Mattox is a leading 
allianceman of the enemas & and though secretly 
announced about two weeks ago, his canvass was 
conducted so stealthily that his candidacy was 
not generally known until Monday last. The

GREAT INTEREST MANIFESTED IN 
THE THIRTY-FIFTH DISTRICT. 


The Returns from Cobb County Are No 
~The Delay in the Count— Uncertainty 
All Around. 


At 3 o’clock this morning the question of the 
senatorship of the thirty-fifth district is stil! in- 
volved in donbt. 

The probability is, however, that Hon. 
Robert Todd, of Clayton county, has been 
elected. 

Cobb county is the uncertain quantity. The 
election created more than ordinary interest in 
all of the counties of the district, but the vote 
was a light one. 

In Fulton, the full returns received at Tus 
ConstTITUTION office by 11 o'clock showed @ 
majority for Mr. Vemable of 659. 

A special from Jonesboro received at the 
same hour showed that while returns had not 
been received from two small precincts, Mr. 
Todd’s majority in Clayton would be 336. 
Possibly the official returns will make this a 
few votes larger or a few votes smaller. 

But 11 o’clock brought nothing like definite 
news from Cobb. 

Neither did 12 o’clock, or 1 o’clock, or 2 
o’cfock, or 3 o’clock—arid at this writing the 
returns from that county are notin. And this 
is the state of affairs, despite the constant use 
of the telephone and telegraph lines between 
Atlanta and Marietta. 


The Situation in Cobb. 

The cause of the delay is downess of the 
managers of the Marietta predinct in making 
their count. 

There is no little excitement in Marietta, 
The managets of the country precincts seem 
inclined to be suspicious, and, although 
their count has long since been com- 
pleted, refuse to make the results public 
until the managers of tne Marietta precinct 
announce what the vote has been there. 
From the room where these latter gpntlomen 
are at work comes the statement thatit may 
be several hours yet before they finish ; that the 
seratching of tickets has béen so general that 
it will be impossible to finish before then. 

And that is all—except the estimate from 
THE CONSTITUTION’s correspondent that Mr. 
Todd will have between 300 and 400 majority 
in the county. Ifhe has more than 323, Mr, 
Venable is beaten. 

In Clayton. 

Ga., October 1.—{Special.}~The 
election passed off quietly. There was no oppo- 
sition, except for state senator. Todd’s majority 
in Clayton county, as far as heard from,is 236 
with the returns of two precincts not yet re=e 
ceived. These will probably increase Todd’s ma- 
jority by 100 votes. 


The Vote in Fulton. 

The election passed off quietly yesterday. __ 

No crowds; no excitement about the voting 
places. 

When the opening hour came the managers 
in all the city precincts were on hand ready to 
receive the ballots of the qualified voters. 

During the early hours of the morning none 
of the polling p!aces were at all crowded, Gist 
about noon the voters began to grow nu 
ous,and up to 1 o’clock the ballotting wa: q 
strong. 

After the dinner hour there was another lull 
in the voting, and upto 5o’clock but little 
was done. During the last hours of the day, 
however, the voting picked up again, and, 
until the boxes were closed, it was strong. 

Mr. Venable’s friends throughout the city 
worked faithfully and industriously for him. 

They were bouyant and confident of hig 
success, and never once wavered in their 
devotion to him aud in their faith in his cause. 

Interest centered only in the Venable-Todd 
race, as there wasno opposition to the other 
candidates. 

Every ward in the city gave Mr. Venable a 
majority, except the first. 

Much to the surprise of everybody—Todd 
men included—the first gave the Clayton 
candidate a majority of 5. 

The sixth proved Mr. Venable’s strongest 
place. In that ward 707 votes were cast. Of 
these Mr. Venable received 584 and Mr. Todd 
241, Mr. Venable’s majority being 468. 

There were many tickets badly scratched. 
Some came out of the box with every name 
marked off except one. 

Then there was considerable ‘‘scattering.’’ 

Governor Gordon received two votes for 
governor, one in the fifth and one in the sixth.

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As a Leading Massachusetts Politician, 
Werking fer the Success of 
the Republicans. 


Boston, Mass., October 1.—[Special.]—The 
truth of the ancient adage that “‘ While the mills 
of the gods grind slowly, they grind exceed- 
ingly small’’‘ has just been demonstrated here 
by the political and social downfall of Major. 
J. Henry Gould, of Medfield, the republican 
candidate for state auditor, ex-veteran of the 
war, ex-Georgia carpetbagger. _ 

It took two decades for his sins to find him 
out, and Georgia isin part revenged for the | 
horrors and disgrace Gould and his class in- 
flicted on her in days of her greatest distress, 

Major Gould. served all through the rebel- 
lion, being promoted for service, 
and after .the _ confederacy fell. he, 
with many others of his kind, remained 
inthe seuth to make their fortunes 
out of the chaos that reigned throughout that 
region. He made Savannah his home, and 
in 1867 and 1868 was appointed collector of in- 
ternal revenue. What he did there never be- 
came known, but he came: north some years 
later, and settling down in Medfield, at once 
became one of its most conspicuous citizens. 
He early embarked in politics, and fought his 
way tothe frontas a leader, being of such 
prominence that at the recent republican state 
convention he was nominated for auditor at 
the express wish of Governor Brackett.

States for $41,622.36 principal, and interest 
amounting to $34,952.78. The verdict was in the 
second suit against the bondsmenof§John H. 
Gould. - Fourteen years ago, two suits were insti- 
tuted against the sureties of the said Gould, 
who was a defaulting collector of internal rev- 
enue. According tothe records in the treasury 
department, Gould was short $49,506.49. 
Of that amount, ~ .§7,884.13 was the 

that accrued under Gould's 
first bond. Yesterday the case against Theodore 
Marshall, John Lamar, Levy Nathans, Isaac D. 
Laroche and John Nickerson for $41,622.36 and 
interest, was called. These five were Gould’s 
sureties, after January 18, 1870. 

An examination of Gould’s books has shown 
that the embezzlement continued until by May 1, 
1867, the shortage was about $12,000. About that 
time, by making large advance collections, Gould 
deposited $14,000 to the credit of the United 
States, and apparently wiped out the deficit. Feb- 
ruary 11, 1872, Gould went out of office, and it is 
said went to Florida to evade arrest. Vladimir 
Krzyanoski, a supervisor of intefnal revenue, dis- 
appeared about the Same time. It was found that 
Gould owed the treasury nearly $50,000, and suits 
were instituted against both sets of bondsmen. 

The circular at once commanded attention and 
much speculation was indulged in as to what 
it} meant when, the republican organ here, 
The Boston Journal, editorially intimated that 
Major Gould might retire, possibly from the 
campaign.

dition of affairs perhaps, without a parallel in 
the history of the postoffice department. ly 
last winter, the old postmaster, H. G. 
Scarborough, a‘democrat, was removed and a 
negro, Isaac R. Miller, appointed to his place. 
When he went to take charge, he found his 
office boycotted, and the people highiy indig- 
nant, and for a while the nearest§{post- 
offices were used. Finally, however, they grew 
tired of this and tried to get the ne to re- 
sign, but he refused. This ref madetthe 
citizens more indignant than ever, and soon 
the postmaster and his assistant were arrested 
on the charge of carrying concealed weapons. 
They were tried in the municipal court, fined 
$25 and bound over to appear at the higher 
court, Shortly afterwards it was pro ‘to 
him that if he would recommend the reappoint- 
ment of Mr. Scarborough, the case against him 
would be dropped in the circuit court, and he 
would be allowed to go free. With the peni- 
tentiary staring him in the face, Miller re- 
lented, agreed to the proposition, vacated his 
office and turned it over to Mr. Scarborough 
without notifying the authorities at Washing- 
ton. In some way, however, the postofiice de- 
artment became aware of the situation, and 
nspector Baird was sent down to investigate 
the matter. He found thin just. as 
reported, and the people more obdurate than 
ever. Heso notified the department, and a 
short whileago; W. L. Dinnis, a white man 
was appointed, but when he tried to quali 
and take charge of the office, he was prevente 
by the hostility of the people, and his conse- 
quent inability to give bond. Thereupon In- 
spector Baird went back to Bishopville, and 
tried to settle the matter, but finding it impos- 
sible, he recommended that the office be 
closed. It was so ordered by the department, 
and on Monday the inspector packed up the 
stamps, pouches, etc., shipped them to Sum- 
ter, and turned them over to the tmaster 
there. This is a result of their own foolish act. 
The people of Bishopville, fa village of 
500 inhabitants, are without a ’ postofiice, 
and they will remain without one until they 
decide to receive the postmaster appointed. by 
the department.

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TWO ELEVEN-YEAR-OLD SCHOOL- 
BOYS HAVE A FATAL FIGHT. 


OUTHFUL HOMICIDE 


Charlie Blackstock, a White Boy, Stabs and 
Kills Marshal] Coles, a Negro Boy— 
Details of the Tragedy. 


Eleven years old and a homicide. 

Two school children engaged in a fight: yes- 
terday and one stabbed and killed the other. 

One of the most unusual homicides that ever 
happened in Atlanta was committed yesterday 
afternoon about 1:30 o’clock. 

Charlie Blackstock, a white boy, killed 
Marshall Coles, a negro boy, both being about 
eleven years of age each. 1 

Young Blackstock is now in the station- 
house, awaiting commitment trial. 

He freely acknowledges having done the 
cutting, but says he was compelled to doit in 
self-defense. 

Both the boys attend the public schools. 
Blackstock goes to Dayis street school for 
white children, and Coles goes to Gray street 
colored school. 

' SCHOOLBOY FEUD. 

For some time back the boys attending the 
two schools have been giving trouble by their 
encounters. It seems that the pupils at the col- 
ored school have been the aggressors, this 
being gathered from people who live in the 
neighborhood. ‘ 

Yesterday little Blackstock went to school 
as usual, and at the close of the session was 
dismissed sith the other scholars. 

Instead of going home, however, he started 
in the direction of Mangum street, trying to 
overtake his little sister, Carrie, who attends 
the same school, but who was dismissed for the 
day earlier than he. She was.on her way 
to a friend’s house, on Mangum street, where 
she was going to spend the night, having been 
given permission to do so by her parents. 

Charlie wanted to see her safe at her friend’s 
house, and to catch her he took a short cut, 
going through Rock street. 

When he came into Haynes street, between 
Rock and Mays alley, with his school books 
strapped and thrown over his shoulder, he 
came upon a crowd of negro boys, who had 
just been dismissed from the Gray street 
school. 

BLACKSTOCK ATTACKED. 

Little Blackstock was making his way 
through the crowd of colored schoolboys, 
when several of them, recognizing him as a 
Davis street schoolboy, attacked him. 

Coles was foremost in the attack, he being 
one of the leading spirits in such encounters. 

Charlie was thrown to the. ground, 
being knocked out into the street, 
so he stated to a reporter, with) Coles 
and several others ontop of him. He finally 
got up, and, taking out a pocket knife, began 
cutting at Coles, who was the most aggressive 
of the crowd. 

When the negro boys saw this they began to 
scatter, and Blackstock, in turn, took to his 
heels toward home. 

Coles did not fall at once, but sank to the 
ground in a few minutes after he was stabbed. 
He was taken tothe veranda of a house on 
Mays street, where he died within ten minutes 
after the fight occurred. He was found there 
by Call Officer Ivey, who was telephoned for 
when it was found that the boy had been 
hurt. 

THE FATAL THRUST. 

Coles was cut on the back and arm, besides 
a stabin the breast, which was probably the 
fatal thrust. 

Dr. Avary was notified, but an inquest was 
postponed until today. 

Officer Ivey found Blackstock at his home 
on Kelley street. He hud gone direct there 
after the fight. His father, Jasper Blackstock, 
was athome. To him Charlie told what hé 
had dene, givingup the pocket knife with 
which he had done the cutting. 

AN AFFECTING SCENE. 

Shortly after Charlie reached home, his sis- 
ter, whom he was going to’ meet when the 
tragedy occurred, camein. Between the two 
a very strong attachment exists. She had 
heard of it, and ran back lrome crying, instead 
of going to pay her visit. 

Between her and Charlie a most affecting 
scene occurred when the little fellow was 
taken-in charge by the officer. 

Charlie Blackstock is rather 
for his age. He has an 
open countenance, with deep blue 
eyesand dark red hair. His face, which is 
round and childish,expressive of any other than 
a mean disposition, is covered with boyish 
freckles. When he came to the station house 
he was barefooted, and his clothing was coy- 
ered with mud from the struggle he had inthe 
street with the negro boys. 

THE LITTLE FELLOW TALKS. 

“Yes, Icut him,” he gaid toa Constirv- 
TION reporter, as he came into the station 
house, ‘*butI did it in self-defense. If I hadn’t 
doneit, I don’t Know what they would have 
done to me.” 

He did not know that the negro boy had 
died from the injuries, and when told ofthe 
fact he was very much frightened. 

“T did not know whothe boy was, he said, 
“T had seen him before, but did not 
know his name. I never had any 
fights before with the negro boys, and wouldn’t 
have taken my knife if they had let me alone 
—if they all hadn’t jumped on me and thrown 
me down. I was juston my way tosecif my 
little sister, Carrie, was safe where she was 
going, and I wastrying to catch up with her 
when the crowd stopped me and threw me 
down.” 

Last night Charlie’s two oider brothers 
came to see him at the station house. To them 
he told the same story as he had told to every- 
body else. Hesayshe didn’t intend to hurt 
the boy badly, and thinks he will be released. 

The affair created a great deal of interest 
among all who were acquainted with the facts. 
An effort will be made to have the boy tried 
at once.

Felton’s Allianceism. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., October 1.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Inoticein your issue of today a com- 
munication written in Dr. Felton’s behalf, ad- 
verting to various alleged actions of mine, 

What have the matters mentioned in Dr. Fel- 
ton’s card to do with the pending canvass in this 
district? 

Suppose I were toadmit every allegation and in- 
sinuation made, would the issues involved by Dr. 
Felton’s independent candidacy be at all illus- 
trated or decided? 

Suppose I were to admit that I have fooled with 
Feltonism and been deceived, and have touched 
pitch and been defiled, would that aid the election 
of the independent, or defeat Mr. Everett, the 
democratic nominee? 

Suppose I were to assert and prove thatI have 
voted for Dr. Felton, when he professed to be an 
organized democratic candidate for the legisla- 
ture, and always against him when he ran, as ho 
is now making the race, against the nominee, 
would that prove anything to the voter in this 
contest except, perhaps, ny party fealty?

“After reading Mrs. Felton’s remark and speech, 
so endorsed by the doctor, would you, or could any 
sane man have come to any other conclusion, than 
that the doctor thought that the hullaballoo raised 
by both parties over the force bill-was opvly made 
to defeat the candidates of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
which “contains the best demnucrats we have?’”’

An Electrical Railway. 

Think of traveling at the rate of 150 miles 
an hour! The mere idea almost takes one’s 
breath away; but that is what they are talk- 
ing about at the north. 

Mr. William D. Marks, whois supervising 
engineer of the Edison Electric Light Com- 
pany in Philadelphia, assures us that within 
the next ten years a train will make the ran 
from Philadelphia to New York at the rate 
of 150 miles an hour, covering the entire 
distance in thirty-six minutes. He says he 
can construct a motor which will do it, and 
that such a motor will certainly be con- 
structed. 


This electric prophet says that the road 
would have to be of a different style from 
our present roads; that it would have to be 
elther ‘‘straight as the bee flies, or with 
curves so light as not to be a source of dan- 
ger;’’ it would have to be very substantially 
built, and entirely free from grades and cross- 
ings; the bridges would be made of stone; 
the rails would be of very much greater 
weight than those now in use, and the ties 
of some non-conducting material. Here is 
the outline of this novel railroad: 


Between Philadelphia and New York there 
would be four electric? stations, with enormous 
dynamos driven by two compound condensing 
engines of 5,000 horse power each. From these sta- 
tions a tremendous amount of electricity would be 
poured into the rails. The trains that would run 
over this railroad would be drawn by 100,000- 
pound motors. This great weight would be chiefly 
necessary to hold the motors to the track. One 
man could run a motor instead of the two now re- 
quired for a locomotive. The ears would probably 
be round and entirely énclosed, and would receive 
their supply of air from ventilators nmrucl like 
those in use on steamships. A train running at

At 4:20 o'clock 
Private Secretary Halford, taking up the bulk 
of manuscript, einced it before Mr. Harrison, 
with the last page of the enrolled measure ex- 
posed.

THE WOMAN'S COLLEGE. 


READY FOR THEIR WORK. 


Today—There will Be a Good Crowd 
of Students Here. 


The Woman’s Medical College of Georgia 
will open its second term today. 

The exercises and general work of the school 
really began yesterday, it being the day for 
classifying the students, and the time for 
hearing the president’s annual openenig ad- 
dress. 

About twenty-five ladies are here 
to enter the college, and the num- 
ber will doubtless increase to a much larger 
figure before the close of the school. 

These women come from every part of Geor- 
gia and the south, 

The very fact that thisisthe only medical 
college for women exclusively south of Balti- 
more, is sufficient to warrant thatit will be in 
time a great institute. 

Yesterday, the new students gathered in the 
rooms of the college which are in the Cham- 
berlin & Johnson building, and listened to the 
address of the president, A. G. Thomas. 

This was an able and entertaining discourse, 
and was greatly enjoyed by all present. 

Dr. Thomas reviewed the brief but success- 
ful course of the school, and spoke at length 
of the usefulness and importance of such an 
institution in Georgia. 

His address was well received and loudly 
applauded by the medical students and the 
members of the faculty. 

THE WORK OF THE COLLEGE. 

The Woman’s Medical College of Georgia 
was only organized last year. 

It met a strong support, however, and 
a good patronage, many of the students com- 
ing from states quite distant.

Thomas, M.D., LL.D., president, 
chemistry and toxicology; I. J. M. Goss, 
A.M., M.D., principles and practice of med- 
icide; G. W. Delbridge, M.D., obstetrics and 
diseases of women; J. W. Stone, M.D., dean, 
materia medica and therapeutics; W. M. Dur- 
ham, M.D., principles and practice of sur- 
gery i W. C. Fisher, M.D., anatomy and clin- 
cal medicine; F. H. O’Brien, M.D., physi- 
ology.

CLOSING SCENES IN WASHINGTON 
YESTERDAY. 


Benator Blair Tries to Get Up the Labor 
Bill, But Fails—Very Little Business 
in Elther House. 


Wasnineton, October 1.—The chaplain in 
his opening prayer asked divine acceptance of 
the services about to conclude this day, and, 
in God’s own time to bring the senators again 
together in peace; also to make the nation a 
pattern of all that is true and pure and good 
among nations. 

The reading of yesterday’s journal having 
been dispensed.with, Mr. Sherman offered 
a resolution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of two senators to join a like committee 
on the part of the house to wait upon the 
president of the United States, and inform 
him that unless he shall have any further 
communication tomake thetwo houses are 
now ready to adjourn. ‘ 

BLAIR ANXIOUS ABOUT THE LABOR BILL. 

Mr. Blair—I desire, before adjournment, to 
ca}l up the labor bill and have action upon it; 
and I would not like any resolution to be 
adopted that would interfere with the disposi- 
tion of that bill. 

Mr. Sherman—The resolution looks merely 
¢o asking the president whether he has any 
further communication to make. 

Mr. Biair—But it also contains the state- 
ment that the two houses are ready to adjourn. 
T insist that the senate shall consider this bill. 

Mr. Vice President—Is there objection to 


' the present consideration of the resolution ? 


Mr. Blair—I object, if its consideration is to 
interfere with the consideration of the labor 
bill. 

Mr, Edmunds—The resolution will not in- 
terfere with your motion. 

Mr. Blair—It cone!udes with an intimation 
that we are ready to adjourn. 

Mr. Vice President—Does the serator from 
New Hampshire object ? 

Mr. Blair—I withdraw my objection 6n in- 
timation that the resolution will not interfere 
with the labor bill. The resolution was 
arreed to. and Messrs. Sherman and Harris 
were appointed a committee on part of the 
senate. 

Manderson, from the committee on printing, 
reported back the house bill to revise the 
wages of certain employes in the govern- 
ment printing office, with an amendment pro- 
viding that the pay of all employes engaged 
exclusively on night work between 5 o’clock 
p.m.and S8o’clock a. m., shall be twenty 
per centin addition tothe amount paid for 
day labor. 

Placed on the calendar. 

Mr. I’dmunds moved to proceed to execu- 
tive business. 

Mr. Blair appealed to the senator from Ver- 
montto withdraw that motion in order that the 
jabor bill might be taken up. 

Mr. Edmunds—I should be most glad to 
join with my friend from New Hampshire in 
passing a suitable bill, butitis perfectly im- 
possible that such a billean become a law at 
this time. It would have to go back to the 
house of representatives, which is probably 
somewhat short in the number of its members. 

Mr. Edmunds insisted on his motion. The 
motion was agreed to and the senate proceeded 
to the consideration of executive business. 

VETO MESSAGES SENT IN. 

The vice president laid before the senate 
three veto messages from the president—two 
on bills referring claims to the court of claims; 
the third one on the bill to prohibit book- 
making and pool-selling in the district of Co- 
lumbia for the purpose of gambling. 

The president's objection to the latter bill is 
that it does not prohibit book-making and pool- 
selling, but, on the contrary, permits it in the 
case of the Washington jockey club and other 
clubs owning race tracks. If that form of 
gambling was to be prohibited, as the presi- 
dent thinks it should be, prohibition should 
apply to all persons and all! places. The threo 
mos¢ages were laid on the table. 

The senate then took a recess for half an 
hour, till 2:15 o’clock. 

After the close of the recess, ® message was 
received from the house asking concurrence 
in the resolution to make another correction 
in the tariff bill on paragraph 318. A consult- 
ation onthe subject atonce took place be- 
tween Messrs. Allison, Aldrich, Edmunds and 
Gorman, and at its conclusion the concurrent 
resolution was laid before the senate. 


MR. EDMUNDS OBJECTS. a 


Mr. Edmunds said that he was unwilling to 
legislate on the tariff in that way. The Dill 
should be allowed to stand as it is, but the 
house ought to be notified. 

Mr. Aldrich—I think that the concurrent 
resolution, in effect, places the paragraph as 
the conference committee intended . it. 
His own feeling about it was that 
the concurrent resolution should be adopted. 
He understood, of course, that it was utterly 
impossible to legislate in such a way, except 
by unanimous consent, and if the senator from 
Vermont, or any other senator, objected, he 
certainly should not press the resolution. 

Mr. Edmunds—lI insist on my objection, but 
I think that the house ought to be notified 
that we do not propose to iegislate in that way. 

At the expiration of the recess, a message 
was received from the house announcing its 
concurrenco with the resolution as to negoti- 
ations with Mexico to prevent Chinese enter- 
ing the United States from that republic. 

For the next fifteen minutes the vice presi- 
dent was busied in putting his name to bills, 
the titles of which were recited by the clerk. 

The resolution to continue in employment 
the sessional employes of the senate for 
another month, and to pay them out of the 
contingent fund, was reported and agreed to. 

At 2:55 o’clock the tariff bill enrolled was 
received from the house, with the speaker’s 
signature, and it was immediately signed by 
the vice president and sent to the president of 
the United States for his signature. 

THE ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Aldrich thereupon reported back the 
adjournment resolution, amended so as to fix 
the time at 3 o’clock p. m. today, and it was 
agreed to. : 

At 3:20 o’clock a recess was taken till 4 
o’clock. 

While business was in suspense Mr. Blaine, 
who had accompanied the president to the 
capitol, stepped into the senate chamber and 
was greeted with cordiality by several of his 
former associates. Mr. Ingalls pressed him to 
come into his old seat, and Mr. Biaine having 
complied with the request was, for 
a time, the center of a pleasant 
group. He looked very’ bright and 
cheery and seemed in excellent spirits. 

At tive minutes before the time pro by 
the senaie, for final adjournment, Mr,'McPher- 
son, clerk of the house, delivered a message 
from that body, proposing a conference on pri- 
yate pension bills. 

The clerk smiled as he acquitted himself of 
his mission; and the senators seemed to think 
it not a bad joke. 

Mr. Harris offered a resolution, Mr. Dolph 
boing in the chair, tendering the thanks of the 
senate to Vice President Morton for the digni- 
fied, impartial and courteous manner in which 
he had presided over the deliberations of the 
senate. Adopted unanimously. A resolution 
similar in its terms was offered by Mr. Ransom 
in compliment to Senator Ingalls as president 
pro tem., and it was also unanimously adopted. 

At 5:10 o’clock a message was received from 
the house that the adjournment resolution had 
been amended by substituting 6 o’clock for 5 
o'clock, and the amendment was concurred in. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE SENATE. 

Mr: Sherman, in company with Mr. Harris, 
reported that the committee of the two houses 
had waited on the president, and that the 
president had answered that he had no further 
communication to make. 

The senate then took a recess till 10 minutes

ate announ Tee to the conference 
report on the tariff bill, and shortly before 1 
o’clock Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, with- 
drew hie point, but it was immediately re- 
newed by Mr. Kilgore, of Texas. 

A few minutes afterwards Mr. Kilgore re- 
lented and withdrew his point, and the journal 
was read. 

Mr. McKinley called upthe house con- 
current resolution directing the clerk to num- 
ber consecutively the paragraphs of the 
enrolled tariff bill, with senate amendments 
thereto. The amendments were agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. McKinley a concurrent 
resolution was agreed to, directing the clerk to 
make farther correction in the punctuation of 
the enrolled tariff bill. 

Mr. McKiuley offered a resolution for the 
appointment of a committee of three members 
to joinasimilar committee or part of the 
senate to wait upon the president and inform 
him that congress is ready to adjourn, if he 
has no further communication to make. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Carter, of Montana, submitted the con- 
ference report on the bill to dispose of Fort 
Ellis military reservation in Montana. This 
bill, Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, took as a very 
remote text for a political speech in which he 
charged the republican party with degenerac 
and inconsistency. Tosay that the republi- 
can party had begun with Abraham Lincoln 
and ended with Benjamin Harrison, was proof 
that the party had gone toseed. The speaker 
of the house and the chairman of the ways 
and means committee had been about the 
country making speeches. : 

A Republican—How about Mr. Mills? 

Mr. Allen—Ohb, he is out speaking, too. 

THE REPUBLICANS CRITICISED. 

Mr. Allen then proceeded to criticise the 
speaker for denouncing the democratic party 
for having allowed the tariff bill and forge bill 
to go through without filibustering opposition, 
and then to filibuster against the seating of a 
negro. In the last congress the present 
speaker had allowed the Millis tariff bill to 
pass, but had filibustered against the report of 
the committee on elections. The gentleman 
from Ohio, Mr. McKinley, had said that he 
had resorted to unconstitutional methods to 
defeat legislation, but that he had never done 
it from a high ornoble purpose.- He, Mr. 
Allen, had resorted to the same methods, 

had always done so _ for high 

noble purposes. He then took 

and ridiculed the contents 

of the republican campaign handbook, when 

he was interrupted by the speaker with the 

dry remark that, if the gentleman would per- 

mit him to interpose, he would lay several 
enrolled bills before the house. 

This was done, and the speaker further ap- 
pointed Messrs. McKinley, Perkins and Mc- 
Millan as a committee .to wait upon the 
president. 

Mr. Allen then continued his criticism of the 
campaign book, and sarcastically referred to 
the fact that it made no reference to the speech 
of a gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Kennedy), 
making charges against the chairman of the 
republican national committee, charges which 
had never been denied. 

Mr. McCreary gave notice that he ‘would 
raise the point of no quorum against the con- 
ference report, and Mr. Carter thereupon 
withdrew it. 

Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, submitted a let- 
ter addressed to the speaker by James L. 
Wheat, postmaster of the house, tendering his 
resignation. 

Mr. Enloe inquired whether the speaker had 
the right to accept the resignation. 

The speaker replied that the chair had noth- 
ing todo with it. He simply laid the matter 
before the house. 

THE WHEAT INVESTIGATION. 

Subsequently, Mr. Spooner, from the com- 
mittee on accounts, submitted the report ef 
that committee upon. the subject. The report 
states that the charges made by the Enloe res- 
olution against the postmaster of the house 
have been substantially established; and al- 
though the relations between Dalton (the pre- 
vious postmaster) and Culbertson (mail con- 
tractor) give rise to the grave suspicion that 
some private arrangement existed between 
them whereby Dalton, during the forty-ninth 
and fiftieth congresses, derived personal profits 
out of his contracts for carrying the mails, no 
absolute proof has been obtained. 

The report is accompanied by a_ resolution 
declaring the office of postmaster of the house 
vacant, and directing the assistant postmaster 
to perform the duties of postmaster until a 
postmaster shall have been elected and duly 
qualified. 

Mr. Hayes, of Iowa, submitted the minority 
report, agreeing in substance with the majority 
report, but dissenting from itin its reference 
to Postmaster Dalton. Mr. Dalton’s conduct 
of the office had been clean and a mere sus- 
picion against him should not have been in- 
corporated in the report. 

FOR FINAL ADJOURNMENT. 

Pending discussion upon the question, Mr. 
McKinley called up the resolution for final 
adjournment and moved concurrence in the 
senate amendment, fixing the hour at 5 
o’clock today, with an amendment fixing the 
hour at 6 o'clock. 

Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, (who had been re- 
fused permission to print certain remarks on 
the tariff, the objection coming from Mr. Bel- 
den, of New York) raised the point of no 
quorum. 

After some warm passages between Mr. 
Allen and the speaker,objection to Mr.Allen’s 
request.was withdrawn. Mr. Allen withdrew 
bis objection. 

Mr. McKinley’s motion was agreed to. 

TWO MEMBERS RESIGN. 

The ‘house then resumed consideration of 
the Wheat resolution, and it was agreed. to. 

The speaker laid before the house a letter 
from Representative E. H. Conger, stating 
that he had forwarded to the governor of Iowa 
his resignation as representative from the 
seventh district of that state. 

The speaker further stated that he had re- 
ceived substantially a similar communication 
from Representative DeHaven, of the first 
district of Alabama, but that the letter had 
been mislaid. 

Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, asked unanimous 
consent for the consideration of a resolution 
electing P. J: Flint, of Wisconsin, as post- 
master of the house. 

Mr. Williams, of Ohio, objected, and Mr. 
Caswell withdrew his resolution. 

Mr. McKinley, chairman of the committee 
appointed to wait upon the president, an- 
nounced that the president had no further com- 
munication to make, and then the house at 
5:25 o’clock, took a recess until 5:55 o’clock. 


ADJOURNMENT OF THE HOUSE. 

During the recess nearly all the members 
left the hall to make preparations for their de- 
parturé from the city, and when the speaker’s 
gavel reconvened the house, that official looked 
down upon a vast array of empty seats. He 
merely stated that occording to the concurrent 
resolution, he declared the first session of the 
fifty-first congress adjourned.
